Samuel J. 


Before the legendary 
mile-long “four cornered” 
track at the present site of 
Memorial Stadium was 
abandoned, the area celebrat- 
ed several outstanding stan- 
dardbred horse farms. 

Warren Park, owned by 
William Putnam Ijams and 
his family, and William Riley 
McKeen's Edgewood Farm 
may be the most frequently 
mentioned - but Margrave 
Farm owned by Samuel J. 
Fleming was named after, 
and home of, one of its most 
marketable sires. 

Margrave, “the handsom- 
est, best bred and most pro- 
lific son of Baron Wilkes,” by 
Spanish Maiden, was touted 
by its owners as “the grand- 
est individual trotting stal- 
lion alive” 

As a show horse, Mar- 
grave defeated the best stal- 
lions in America, counting 
six victories over Kentucky 
Peak, winner of the Grand 
Prize at the St Louis Exposi- 
tion, and a blue ribbon at 
the 1905 Indianapolis Horse 
Show. 

Between 1891 and 1895, 
Margrave compiled an 
impressive list of victories on 
the turf, defeating opponents 
such as William Penn 2:071/2, 
Elloree 2:081/4, Cut Glass 
2:101/4, Oro Wilkes, 2:11, 
Wistful 2:111/4, Zembia 
2:111/4, Gertrude 2:121/4, The 
Conqueror 2:121/4, Oscar Wil- 
liam 2:123/4 and Silicon 
2:131/4, 

Of all the horses he met 
during his racing career, only 
two — unbeaten world record 
holder Fantasy 2:06 and 
Azote 2:043/4 — defeated him. 

In 1891, Margrave was 
the largest money-winning 
yearling. The following year 
he was the largest mon- 
ey-winning 2-year-old. In 
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Fleming and the Margrave Farm 


1893, he 
was the larg- 
est mon- 
ey-winning 
3-year-old. 
Іп 1894, he 
was the 
third-largest 
money win- 
ner of all 
ages. 

Signifi- 
cantly, Mar- 
grave was 
extremely 
successful as a stud. In 1906, 
he was touted as the sire of 
26 standard performers, 
three better than 2:15, six 
better than 2:16, 10 as good 
or better than 2:20 and 18 
better than 2:25. 

On that list were Myrave 
2:111/4, the champion 4-year- 
old mare of 1905, Marcheale 
2:183/4, winner of third 
money in the classic Ken- 
tucky Futurity and timed 
separately in 2:10 and 
2:10!/4, both heats being fast- 
er than the existing 3-year- 
old stallion record. 

In addition to those cited 
above, as a 15-уеаг old stal- 
lion in 1905, Margrave pro- 
duced Helen Bertram 2:12, 
Mars 2:131/4, Vasten 2:151/4, 
Merrell Margrave 2:151/4 and 
2:12 in fast trial, Marnut 
2:151/4 and 2:111/4 in fast 
trial, Blue Racer 2:181/4, and 
Margate 2:181/2, all below 
2:20. 

In a 1905 study of stal- 
lions siring new 2:30 per- 
formers, Margrave stood at 
the head of a list of all sires 
18 years of age or less with 
16. Axworthy, another Terre 
Haute product, was third on 
the list with 14. 

In Horse Reviews list of 
the 50 leading sires of 1905, 
Baron Wilkes 2:18 and no 
less than four of his sons - 
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Margrave 2:151/2, Baronmore 
2:141/4, Oakland Baron 
2:091/4 and Barondale 2:111/4 
pacing — were identified. 
Margrave was not the 
only trotter Fleming nur- 


tured. Іп 1904, he acquired í 


Baron Review, a full brother 
of Margrave. 
In his early life, Baron 


Reviews opportunities appar- 


ently were limited. He spent 
his first four years at H.L. 
Asher's Highland Farm near 
Lexington. Asher sold Baron 
at a New York sale to news- 
paper magnate Robert E. 
Bonner. 

After Bonner's death in 
1899, his estate sold the 
horse to Senator McCarty, 
who had a farm near Gosh- 
en, N.Y. Fleming purchased 
Baron Review from McCarty. 

In his first two years 
under Fleming, Baron 
Review produced three trot- 
ters with standard records 
and sired Baron Wedgewood, 
who ran 2:091/4 in a race, 

Fleming asserted in 1906 
that “we have owned Baron 
for two years and have a 
grand lot of colts by him. We 
think he is a coming great 
sire, and the equal of Mar- 
grave, or any other stallion, 
in every way except reputa- 
tion. He is himself a fast trot- 
ter and should this year take 
a record of 2:12 or better” 

In 1909, Baroness Virgin- 
ia, owned by Fleming, won 
the Kentucky Futurity in sen- 
sational fashion at Lexing- 
ton's famous Red Mile track. 

Fleming died following 
gall bladder surgery on Jan. 
6, 1916, at age 67 at the fam- 
ily residence at 904 S. Sev- 
enth St. in Terre Haute. His 
wife, Frances, also 67 years 
old, preceded him in death 
on May 16, 1915. 

Their only son, Dr. 
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Charles Isaac Fleming, was а 
veterinarian. He suffered a 
disabling stroke a few years 
after his father died and was 
forced to retire. 

Charles died at age 52 on 
Oct. 10, 1926, from a cere- 
bral hemorrhage. He is bur- 
ied in Highland Lawn Ceme- 
tery. 

About 18 months after 
Sam Fleming's death, Terre 
Haute grain dealer Paul 
Kuhn put the name of the 
city back in the horse racing 
headlines by purchasing The 
Harvester, former world 
record holder, for $30,100 at 
an auction at New York's 
Madison Square Garden. 

Kuhn had achieved suc- 
cess after acquiring Forrest 
Park, a few miles northeast 
of Terre Haute. Тһе DeForest, 
son of Axtell, was his pre- 
mier stallion. The Harvester 
was acquired in 1907 to suc- 
ceed The DeForest as Kuhn's 
top stud. 

During 1908, The Har- 
vester was unbeaten under 
the guidance of Edward 
“Pop” Geers, won the Ken- 
tucky Futurity and was 
named Horse of the Year. Іп 
1910, he lowered the stallion 
record to 2:01. He was so 
popular that a cigar was 
named after him and The 
Harvester's portrait adorned 
the cigar box. 

Kuhn took advantage of 
his ownership of The Har- 
vester, annually sponsoring 
“The Harvester Stake” at For- 
est Park. Every eligible 
entrant had to be a descen- 
dant of The Harvester. 

Kuhn died May 2, 1928, 
а! age 63. His widow, Emma, 
become a centenarian while 
residing in the Hotel Dem- 
ing, where she died Nov. 10, 
1960.
